with 10 counts of violation of Section 248 of the 
California Penal Code (Libel) and one count of violating 
Section 484 of the California Penal Code (Petty Theft) . 

He stated that the hopes to use these charges as a 
vehicle for committing JACKSON for psychiatric treatment. 

On 3/13/74, Sergeant I ~l Criminal 

Conspiracy Section, Los Angeles Police Department, Los 
Angeles, California, advised that JAMES OLIVER JACKSON, 
has written countless letters in recent weeks to people 
all over the United States and they are ident ical to those 
addressed to WILLIAM SAXBE and l I . In 

connection with JACKSON's letter writing activities, he 
arrested JACKSON on the basis of the complaint filed 
by the City Attorney's Office. He stated that he arrested 
JACKSON on 3/11/74 and because JACKSON is cbviously mentally 
ill, JACKSON is currently confined at the University of Southern 
California Medical Center under Section 4011.6 of the California 
Penal Code (Removal of Mentally 111 Prisoner From City or 
County Jail for Treatment and Evaluation). 

On 3/13/74, the facts of this case were disc us s ed 
with Assistant United States Attorney | I, 

Los Angeles, California. At this time Mr. I l advisp.d that 

he would decline prosecution of JAMES OLIVER JACKSON. He 
stated that his decision was based on the action being taken 
by the City Attorney's Office, and the fact that JACKSON 
is mentally ill. 

In view of the above, no further action is being 
taken by the Los Angeles Office, and a letterhead memorandum 
is being prepared and will be submitted to the Bureau at a 
later date..
